Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  Year  1944 


This  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  asked  for  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  2773,  In  accordance  with  his 
directions  most  information  usually  contained  in  the  Report  is 
omitted  and  filed  for  future  reference. 

Dr,  T,  MacCarthy  retired  on  the  31st,  December  and  my 
appointment  commenced  on  Ist,  January,  1945*  The  Report, 
therefore,  refers  to  a  period  when  I  was  not  in  your  Council’s 
service. 

Infectious  Disease 

There  are  no  outstanding  facts  regarding  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  in  the  district  which  call  for  comment. 

No  cases  of  diptheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

In  view  of  a  case  of  smallpox  occurring  in  the 
neighbouring  district  of  Sherborre  a  vaccination  campaign  was 
carried  out  early  in  April. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

This  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  - 
a  monthly  treatment  session  being  held  at  the  Yeatman  Hospital. 
On  the  31st,  December  8C^  of  children  of  school  age  and  7Cf,o  of 
children  under  school  age  had  received  treatment. 

Scabies 


The  incidence  of  scabies  was  very  small  throughout  the 

year. 

Venereal  Disease 

No  cases  of  venereal  disease  were  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year. 

Water  Supplies 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  was  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity  throu^out  the  year  but  was  chlorinated  in 
accordance  with  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  Samples 
for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  regularly  and  were 
generally  satisfactory.  Two  chemical  examinations  also  have 
satisfactory  results. 

The  majority  of  dwelling  houses  are  supplied  with  water 
direct  from  public  water  mains  and  a  few  courts  in  old  property 
are  supplied  by  standpipes.  These  houses  would  normally  have  been 
closed  as  dwellings  if  the  war  had  not  supervened. 


In  conclusion,  I  am  sure  my  predecessor,  Dr.  MacCarthy, 
would  wish  me  to  acknowledge  on  his  behalf  the  assistance 
rendered  to  him  by  the  various  Councils  throughout  the  year.
